New York, Jan, 25.—A summary of 
the Canadian Bond issued in the last 
year indicates how dependent the Do- 
minion is on Great Britain in the dis- 
position of its bonds. Of the tota) of 
$231,500,590 eighty-one per cent. was 
sold in Great Britain, seventeen 


cent. in Canada, and two per cent in 
the United States. No large percent- 
age of permanent capital {js supplied 
by Canadian investors. High grade 
securities possess little attraction for 
Dominion cupital Bond sales jn this 
country are of a negligible amount. 
Government Issues amounted to $55,- 
000,000, of which 94% per cent. was 
marketed abroad. Of the yield of the 
higher grade municipal bonds, aggre- 
gating $35,748,890, Great Britain took 
65.3 per cent., Canada 3.7 per cent., 
und the United States one per cent. 
The mother country took 84 per cent. 
of the $69,950,000 railway bonds, 
Canada taking 11.7, and the United 
States took 35 per cent. Canada 22,73 
and Great Britain 76.92 per cent.

The matter of encouragement to be

The matter of a new site for the 
office of Dominion lands was taken up 
With the Dominion Government with 
the hope of having the land office 
moved into a location in the business 
centre of the city, but the negotia- 
tions were unsuccessful. 

The matter of remova) of express 
customs office was also taken up with 
the Dominion Government. 

Provincial taxation of foreign cor- 
porations, This matter has been dis- 
cussed by the board on many different 
occasions, 

The matter of the reduction of 
commercial telegraph rates has come 
before the board at different times 
and the board of railway commission- 
ers has ordered an independent inves- 
tigation to be made into the whole 
subject, and the telegraph companies 
have been required to justify their 
rates, 0 

As to Natural Resources, 

In regard to the development of 
natural resources Prof, Orton, profes- 
sor of ceramics at the University of 
Ohio, was commissioned to come here 
to investigate the matter of possible 
development in clay products, Prof. 
Orton spent a week here investigating 
focal conditions, and a large number 
of samples of clay, etc., were shipped 
to him at Columbus, Ohio, on which 
he was to make exhaustive tests and 
furnish a full report, The report has 
not yet been received,

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FAILS TO SECURE 
VOTE OF CENSURE 


RICHARD BLAINE'S MOTION TO 
CENSURE GOVERNMENT DE- 
FEATED BY 43 MAJORITY. 


Ottawa, Jan, 24—At midnight the 
House of Commons was engaged on 
a debate which promised to last into 
the early morning hours on an amend- 
ment to a motion to go into supply 
moved by Mr. Richard Blaine,* of 
Peel, as follows: 

“In the opinion of this House, the 
action of the Government fn renting 
certain buildings in the city of Ot- 
taWa at prices which give the owners 
from 16 to 18 per cent. on the cost 
of, their property. is unbusinesslike, 
indefensible and merits the censure 
of the public.” 

In introducting the discussion, Mr. 
Blaine gave a number of illustrations 
in support of his motion. He said 
that the former Y.M.C.A. building now 
occupied by the labor department, 
had been bought by the present owner 
for less than fifty thousand dollars and 
he had made improvements, bringing 
his total investment up to $80,000. 
The Government paid a rental of over 
sixteen thousand dollars, which gave 
the owner a net return of eighteen 
per cent on his investment. 

Owners Make Seven Per Cent. 

Hon. Mr. Pugsley doubted the ac- 
curacy of Mr. Blaine’s statements and 
said the rental of the building was at 
the rate of 81 cents per foot of floor 
space, which was not excessive for 
Ottawa. He said that the total value 

of the three other largé bulldings 
utilized by the Government was esti- 
mated at $700,000 and the rental paid 
by the Government was only $72,000, 
which, minus certain charges, gave 
a return to the owners of something 
over seven per cent, These figures 
were challenged by Col. Sam Sharpe, 
and other Opposition members and 
the deate waxed warm. b 

A decision was taken at 12.40. Mr. 
Blaine’s motion was negatived by 104 
to 61, a majority of 43 fr the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Conmee’s Power Bill. 

James Conmee, of Rainy River and 
Thunder Bay, explained a_ bill to 
amend the act which regulates the 
export of electric power, but after he 
got through a somewhat lengthy 
speech, Dr. Sproule raised tthe point 
that as the bill will affect matters of 
trade and Gdmmerce, it should be 
preceded by a resolution. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier suggested that 
the bill stand in order to give the 
Speaker an opportunity to look into 
the rules, and this was agreed to. 
One of the principal objects of. Mr. 
Conmee's bill is to widen its scope to 
include aydraulic as weil as electrical 
powera. 

Wm, German called the attention of 
the Gevernment to the report that 


provision would be made in this ses- 


sion's estimates for a start being made 
on the construction of\the Georgian 
Bay canal. He asked if the report 
was true. 

Hon. Geo. P. Graham said that #0 
far as he knew, no such estimates 
had been considered in council. The 
matter was not one with which his 
department would have to deal, but 
personally he would like to see both 
the Georgian Bay and the new Wel- 
land canals cominenced, 


May Be In Supplementaries, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier advised Mr. Gra- 
ham to walt until the supplementary 
estimates have been tabled. In this 
connection, it is understood that an 
estimate to commence the Georgian 
Bay canal is being prepared by the 
Minister of Public Works for submis- 
sion to council and that the final de- 
cision in respect to the matter will 
rest with Hon. Mr. Fielding. 

A. B. 8. Crosby, of Halifax, made 
inquiry as to the present whereabouts 
of Sir Frederick Borden, minister of 
militia. He said that estimates were 
being delayed in the House because 
of the absence of the minister and 
read an extract from a Nova Scotia 
paper that he was taking part in a 
provincial by-election in King’s Coun- 
ty, Nova Scotia, 

Mr. Crosby thought the minister 
should be at Ottawa and asked the 
Premier if he had given his consent 
to his colleague's absence. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that he 
was aware that Sir Frederick was in 
Nova Scotia and that he was engaged 
in a by-election in his own county. 
As an elector, he was attending to his 
duty as a citizen and for this no one 
could tind fault with him. 

; Not $100 But 85. 

Dr. Schaffner, Souris, drew atten- 
tion of the Premier to an article in 
a Toronto paper to the effect that he, 
Sir Wilfrid, had been presented with 
& one hundred dollar bank note of 
the Farmers’ Bank at the time that 
the institution commenced to do busi- 
ness and that a letter which Sir Wil- 
trid had sent to Manager Travers in 
acknowledgement of the present, had 
been used by him to induce people to 
do business with the bank. ‘The ar- 
ticle said that in this letter, Premier 
had predicted a bright future for the 
institution. 

Mr. Travers had framed the letter 
and photographed it and made good 
use of it in securing business. Dr. 
Schaffner asked as to the truth of 
these statements, and Sir Wilfrid by 
way of reply read the following let- 
ters:

Anglo-Japanese Treaty, 

In reply ‘to a question by W. 8. 
Middleboro North Grey, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said that the Government had 
been advised by the British Govern- 
ment that it is the intention of Japan 
to renounce the existing trade agree- 
ment with Great Britain and to make 
a new treaty. Canada had been ask- 
ed whether she desired to become a 
party to the new treaty. 

Replying to a question by Mr. R, 
L. Borden, the Premier said that he 
had received a telegram from Hon. 
Mr. Fielding stating that the finance 
minister would arrive in Ottawa on 
Wednesday and that the result of the 
trade negotiations at Washington 
would be presented to parliament on 
Thureday. 


MORE WARRANTS IN 
FARMERS’ BANK CASE 


No Information Given As To Accused 
Persons or The ‘Borrow< 
ed Monvy Being Returned—Toron- 
to Police Absolved From Any 
Blame. 


Toronto, Jan. 24—As the result of 
a conference held yesterday between 
the police commissioners, Liquidator 
Clarkson, of the Farmers’ Bank, Bank 
Counsel Bicknell and Inspector Dun- 
can, further warrants and summons 
are to be issued. No information is 
given as to the accused persons or 
the charges, 

Considerable sums of money have 
been returned to the liquidator by 
men who borrowed bank funds from 
ex-Manager Travers. While some of 
these transactions were not criminal 
they would hardly bear the scrutiny 
of an audit. 

The police commissioners of Tor- 
onto, after a two hour session this 
afternoon, passed a resolution absoly- 
ing the police force from blame for 
lack of energy or want of promptness 
in proceeding against any of the per- 
sonhs accused in connection with the 
failure of the Farmers’ Bank.
